| Lippincott & Co. of Philadelphia; while Mrs. Stowe’s Books will, no doubt, 


find their way to the great Beecher depot of Messrs. Derby & Jackson, of 
Nassau street. What remains after this disposal—the hull of the great vessel 
(to earry out the nautical metaphor)—will be finally broken up on Nov. 15, 
when the assignees will offer at auction, through Messrs. Leonard & Co, of 
Boston, the stock of miscellaneous books, appraised at $75,000, and the 
valuable stereotype plates, which cost $119,000. As this will be the largest 


| sale of the kind that lias ever occurred in this country, a numerous attend- 


ance of the trade is expected, and the prospects of the liquidation of the 
estate of course depend mainly on the prices realized for the property offered.

T. B. Pererson & Brotuers have got out a cheap edition of Dickens’ 

‘American Notes.” They are also publishing a uniform, cheap edition of 

Dickens’ complete works, 
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T. O. H. P. Burnuam has got out the third edition of “ Self-Education ; or, 
the Means and Art of Moral Progress,” translated from the French of M, 
Le Baron Degerando, by Elizabeth P. Peabody, whose preface to the present 
edition we extract: “It is with much pleasure that 1 comply with the re- 
quest of the present publisher of the Baron Degerando’s work upon Self- 
Edycation to write a preface for the third edition. I would gladly give a 
sketch of the life of that remarkable man, whose efforts in his own beloved 
France for the improvement of the people, by means of education, were so 
remarkable, and involved so much labor and self-denial as to resemble those 
of the lamented friend of education who has just laid down his life in that 
sacred cause on this side the Atlantic. At the beginning of the present cen- 
tury his publie discourses upon agriculture, commerce, and the arts, laid the 
foundation of public confidence in his wisdom, and opened his own mind and 
that of the nation to the importance of elementary instruction for the people, 
which he initiated fifteen years later when he founded the system of Public 
Schools for France. The interval had been filled up with immense labors, 
the details of which would occupy too much space here. The central prin- 
ciple at which all these efforts aimed, as in the case of Horace Mann, was 
the elevation of Moral Life in society. He, like our own great countryman, 
undertook the work in the spirit of an enlightened philanthropy, and its sig- 
nificance and importance grew upon him as he proceeded ; taxed all his re- 
sources, Which could hardly be measured,—the fruit of unremitting study 
and activity ; and enabled him to steer his course through years of the most 
startling political changes that have ever marked the history of any nation, 
And this he did without losing his independence or political honesty. In- 
spired and emboldened by his example, the Society he had formed for the 
Encouragement of Education constantly met in its appointed place in those 
days of peril when the whole fabrie of society was falling. In the midst of 
the din of arms, often interrupted by the voice of cannon, which in Europe 
always means war to the death, it carried on its peaceful debates, convinced 
that such a course only could lay the foundations of future welfare to the 
State. Through various radical political changes Degerando pursued the 
even tenor of his way, speaking homely and daring truths to princes and 
principalities; finding fault even with Napoleon himself, in an interview 
which he sought for the purpose of speaking of the defects of his internal ad- 
ministration, But, to the credit of the great autocrat, let it be said that, 
instead of depriving him of the ofiices which he already htld, and which he 
knew he risked losing by his frankness, he promoted him to the higher one 
of Counsellor of State. But another opportunity must be taken to give this 
memoir. What has already been said, will possibly give new interest to the 
perusal of these papers, in which the philosopher and statesman has evinced 
the delicacy of his moral nature by successfully addressing the imagination 
and conscience of the young at that delicate period of their development 
when reflection first meets sensibility.” 

Joun Witey publishes “ Letters on Modern Agriculture, by Baron Von 
Liebig, edited by John Blyth, M. D., Professor of Chemistry, Queen’s Col- 
lege, Cork: with Addenda, by a Practical Agriculturist, embracing valuable 
suggestions, adapted to the Wants of American Farmers.” The editor ob- 
serves: ‘*These important and interesting Letters on ‘Modern Agriculture’ 
are addressed by Baron Liebig, not to agriculturists alone, but to every one 
who takes an interest in the welfare of his country. The wants of an in- 
creasing population, and the danger of a possible stoppage, at any moment, 
of supplies drawn from foreign sources, make all feel a deep interest in the 
‘ discovery of the means of producing more bread and meat on a given sur- 
face. Landed proprietors, practical agriculturists, and men of science, have 
all of late years devoted their united energies to solve this important pro- 
blem. From the efforts of so many anxious laborers, as might be expected, 
a corresponding harvest of practical results has been obtained. The author, 
who has for years occupied himself with the elucidation of the laws of the 
nutrition of plants, passes in review, in these Letters, the mass of practical 
facts thus acquired, and by the light of science endeavors to give them their 
true import, and to deduce from them fundamental laws of general applica- 
tion in agriculture.”

The truths which it contains, and the style 
in which they are presented, are perhaps more adapted to those peculiar 
seasons in the Christian experience of the believer, in which profound diseus- 
sion and labored thought would not only be distasteful, but out of place.” 
‘Kate and Effie; or, Prevarication,” by Margaret Douglass Pinchard; and 
“The First and Last Journey,” are two neatly illustrated juveniles. 


Lixpsay & Braxiston favor us with two juveniles very appropriate to the 
coming Holiday season. ‘* Aladdin; or, the Wonderful Lamp” is printed 
with good, large type, and contains sixteen colored illustrations, designed by 
Darley and others. “ The Home Story-Book” is also profusely illustrated, 
and contains a great number of entertaining pieces in prose and verse, adapt- 
ed to youth. “ The aim of the publication is not only to amuse the reader, 
but also to cultivate the intellect, and thereby increase the usefulness and 
happiness of the youth of our beloved country.” 
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Waker, Wise & Co. issue “ The Word of the Spirit to the Church,” by 


C. A. Bartol, who says: “ This little volume proceeds from a design simply to | 


preach a sermon. Its substance has mostly been given in the form of instrue- 
tion at the West Church ; and, but for exceeding the proper limits, was pro- 
posed also for a Thursday Lecture. I do not connect my name with its ttle, 
because the book itself contains oniy some hint of the sublime meaning such 
a title suggests. But I write not anonymously, and disown no just respon- 
sibility for whatever I may say. It were needless to inform any reader, that 
my subject has been suggested by the present state of the general mind upon 
radical questions of religion; and as I have alluded in one passage to the 
topie of a discourse by Dr, Bellows, which, beyond most of a similar kind, 
has succeeded to fame, I ask leave here to say, that, in the whole drift of my 
thought, I have projected an independent treatment of my theme.” Also, a 
new and original series of six illustrated juveniles, entitled ‘ All the Chil- 
dren’s Library.”
